Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Interim  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  Rishton  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1950. 

The  various  rates  in  this  Report  are  based  upon  the 
Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for  the  mid-year, 
1950. 

The  estimated  population  is  5,926,  which  is  higher  Than  Iasi 
year,  when  the  population  was  estimated  to  be  5,832. 

The  birth  rate  is  lower,  being  13.7  per  1,000  and  is  a  decrease 
on  1949,  when  the  birth  rate  was  15.4  per  1,000'.  (The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  =  15.8  per  1,000). 

The  death  rate  is  lower  than  last  year,  being  14.3  per  1,000, 
when  the  death  rate  was  14.9.  It  is  higher  than  the  death  rate  for 
the  whole  of  the  country,  which  is  11.6  per  1,000.  The  adjusted 
death  rate  is  13.6;  the  compatibility  factor  is  0.91). 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  higher  than  last  year,  being  37 
per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  an  increase  of  15  over  last  year, 
when  the  figure  was  22  per  1,(XX)  live  births. 

The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system 
is  0.34  for  1950,  as  against  0.34  for  last  year. 

The  death  rate  from  cancer  was  2.23  per  1,000  of  population, 
as.aeainst  2.23  last  year.

42  infestations  have  been  dealt  with,  and 
five  maintenance  treatments  of  the  sewers  during  the  year. 

Treatments  are  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

The  sewage  system  and  refuse  tip  receive  treatments  at  six- 
monthly  intervals,  and  the  success  of  these  treatments  have  a 
considerable  bearing  on  the  surface  infestations  of  rats.
